Redfleld before the National Associa- 
tion of Employing Lithographers, now 
in session in Washington, This asso- 
ciation had warned co^jgress that the 
lithographers would 'have to reduce 
wages if the Underwood bill became a 
law. 


Secretary Redfield 
told the litho- 
graphers that he had 
spoken 
thus 
frankly because he had received from 
their association a circular referring 
to the reduction of duty on goods In 
which they were interested as produc- 
ers. He warned them that' statements 
based on averages would not be ac- 
cftted as final, "We should want to 
know," he continued, "the best and the 
worst, for averages may be mislead- 
ing." 


Missing Boy Found Drowned, 


Albert Smith, six years old. who had 
been missing since Friday, was found 
drowned in Assiscunk creek, which 
runs through Burlington, N. J. 


There is little doubt that the boy 
accidentally fell Into the stream. The 
body was found near the wharf where 
Harman Richardson, a chum, had iLSt 
seen Albert playing. 


Although there have been theories 
that Albert was kidnapped or attacked 
the lad's father, Alfred Smith, is now 
convinced that death was accidental. 
The 
elder 
Smith's 
uncle, 
Hamle^ 
Poole, is not certain of this, however 
There were no marks of violence on 
the child's body. 


Georce Erichson and Hartley Severn 
found the body while they were grap 
pling from a rowboat at low tide. The 
news flashed through the town, and a 
great crowd collected on the' creek 
bank. The drowned boy was taken to 
his home. His mother, who had hoped 
that the lad might still be alive, col- 
lapsed. 


Jeff Davit' Captor Tries Suicide. 
With a gold medal, awarded to him 
by congress, clasped in his hands, Cas- 
par Knobel, seventy years old, the last 
of the band of fourteen cavalrymen 
who captured Jefferson Davis, presi 
dent of the Confederacy, was found un 
conscious in his room In Philadelphia. 


Gas was flowing from several jets, 
Knobel was rushed to the hospital, 
and after surgeons had worked over 
him they expressed the belief that he 
might recover. 


Only last Saturday Knobel was the 
central figure In the celebration of the 
forty-eighth anniversary of the day he 
called upon the Confederate president 
to surrender. He was believed to have 
become despondent on account of lack 
of money. 


Kilied by Crossed Wires, 
Paul Acken, a mine foreman, is dead, 
and Dr. C, B. Jones is dying In a hos 
pital in Johnstown, Pa., as the resul; 
of an electric feed wire crossing a tel 
ephone line. 


Acken went to the telephone to 
make a call and was instantly killed 
Dr, Jones was called when Acken's 
body was found, and, unaware of the 
cause of death, went to the telephone 
10 Bummou assistance. 


The physician was knocked sense- 
less, and, failing to regain conscious 
nesB, was taken to a hospital, where it 
is reported he cannot live. 


Man With Ten-Pound Heart Dies, 
Ernest Bantam, a small man with 
a teB*pound heart, died suddenly in 
Atlantic City, N, J. 
He wks picked 
up unconscious and expired in a pa 
trol auto on the way to the Atlantic 
City hospital. There is much scientlfir 
curiosity ou the part of the physicianii 
in the autop«y, as it Is believed thn 
heart is a record-breaker for size and 
weight.

FOUR CORNELL 
STUOENT^OROWN 


Overturned Canoe Points to 


Tragedy on Lake. 


DRAGGING FOR THEIR BODIES 


Two Men and Two Women Lose Their 


Lives 
During 
a Gale on 
Cayuga 


Lake. 


Four Cornell students, two men and 
two women, all members of the sopho- 
more class, lost their lives in Cayugn 
lake, at Ithaca, N, Y,, according to 
all the evidence, when a canoe up 
to all the evidence, when a canoe up 
set somewhere between Willow Point 
and the Renwick pier. 


The students were: Miss Mary C, 
Mollett, of MIddletown, N, Y„ a stu- 
dent in the college of arts and sci- 
ences; 
Miss Martha McCormick, of 
Troy, N, Y., a student In the college 
of law and editor of the Cornell Sun. 
and Relnhart C, Zimmer, of Rochester, 
a student in the college of mechanical 
engineering. 


All four put out in a canoe from the 
C, B, Stanion cottage, at Willow Point, 
intending to paddle to Ithaca. Nothing 
has since been seen of any of them. 
The canoe was found upside down in 
the middle of the lake about eight 
miles north of the cottage. N«ar the 
canoe floated the paddles and not far 
away were the two cushions. 


Motorboats and canoes are scouring 
the lake for miles, while searching 
parties are moving up and down both 
sides of the lake. The university au- 
thorities have employed expert boat- 
men to drag for the bodies. 


Miss McCormick and Miss Mollett, 
both members -^of the Kaypa Gamma 
society at Sage college, paddled down 
to Willow Point to Join a society 
house party which was to last over 
Sunday^ at the C, B. Stanion cottage. 
Bailey and ZImmer, who 
had 
been 
friends with the young men for some 
time, walked down to the cottage with 
a merry party. 
The 
two girls had 
rented their boat, and the young men 
suggested that they should paddle it 
back to Renwick and walk back to the 
cottage. 


A smart south wind was blowing at 
the time the party In the canoe start 
ed and kicked up nasty waves. 
Boat 
men at the pier say it was the worst 
gale of the year and they refused to 
allow any canoe« to go out. It is be- 
lieved that the young men were un- 
aware of the condition of the lake and 
that when they were well toward the 
middle the canoe was caught in a 
trough and overturned. 


Yeggmen Blow Wilmington Safe. 
Dynamiting the safe at the plant oi 
the Union Macaroni company, In WIl 
mington, Del,, "yeggs" made away with 
13000 worth of loot In currency and 
Jewelry, 


The loot 'ucluded $1000 In American 
money, J.' oO 
in Italian currency, $5n 
In Canadian cash and numerous checks 
for large amounts, together with jew- 
elry valued at $1000, the property oi 
Mrs. Raffaele Julian, wife of the presi- 
dent of the company, and of her daugh 
ters. The jewelry included ten gold 
watches, diamond earrings, dlamou i 
rings, necklaces, lockcts and bracele a. 
The jewelry had been placed In tliu 
safe about a month ago. 


The fact that ilin safe contained 
such a large amount Is explained by 
the fact that Mr. Julian did not go to 
the bank on Saturday, and on Satur- 
day night he received large sums from 
Italians 
for 
whom he had secured 
drafts to be sent to relatives in Italy. 
All of this was stolen. 


The thieves were probably "yegg 
men," judging from the nature of theli 
work. 
On the office floor were found 
steel drills, a cold chisel, strips ot 
fuse, percussion caps, a hand 
flash 
light and two extra batteries. 


The safe was torn to shreds by the 
force of the explosion, but the noise 
was deadened by the placing of bag£ 
of beans and raw macaroni against it.

Naval Plans Stolen. 


There have been repeated thefts of 
plans 
of 
United 
States 
battleships 
from the navy department offices in 
Washington 
This 
disclosure 
has 
eaused a sensation In offlolal eiroles. 


The thefts have boon going on since 
the night of March 4, when certain 
plans of the newest dreadnought, the 
Pennsylvania, were stolen from the 
bureau of steam engineering. Since 
that date similar plans of other ships 
have been missed from the same draft- 
ing rooms. 


The.fact of the thefts had been kept 
a close secret by navy department offl- 
cials in the hope that the thief might 
be apprehended. Though it is the opin- 
ion at the navy department that the 
plans were taken by some one em- 
ployed in the building, suspicion has 
not yet rested on any individual and 
neither has any of the responsible of- 
ficers 
of the department been cen- 
sured for the loss of the plana. 


The plans of the Pennsylvania which 
were taken are described as of little 
value In themselves, and H is not 
their loss which is causing such par- 
ticular concern. What alarms Secre- 
tary Daniels and his associates in the 
navy department is the fact that ap- 
parently some one Is able to steal 
highly confidential papers from the 
department and get away with them 
undetected. 


Mine Blast Kills Fifteen. 


Fifteen are dead as the result of an 
explosion of gas in the Imperial mine 
of the Gates Coal company at Belle 
Valley, near Zanesville, Ohio. 


Superintendent Dudley and fourteen 
men had entered the mine to lay an 
extension of some tracks Into the mine 
after the regular day's work waa orer. 
They were about one and a quarter 
miles from the entry when there was 
an explosion and the workmen were 
blown In all directions. 
Some bodies 
were found over 300 feet from the 
spot where they had been working. 


Rescuers 
entered 
the 
mine 
and 
found Roy Yeager about 300 feet from 
the scene of the explosion. 
Teager, 
who was alive, was unable to rise on 
account of a broken leg, and he prob- 
ably owes his life to the broken leg. 
Lying on the floor, he did not inhale 
the fumes of the afterdamp. 


The party carried him to a mine car 
and started toward the entrr'^ue. One 
of the rescuing 
party, Henry Fiar- 
hourst, was overcome by afterdamp. 
He was placed In the car yrlth Yeager, 
while the others in the party crawled 
on their hands and knees to the en- 
trance, pushing the car ahead of them. 
Falrhurst died a short while later. 


Bank Official Stole Cigars, 


Grant Sufford, vice president of the 
bank In Winfleld, Kan., accounted one 
of the wealtliiest men In Winfleld, was 
convicted by a jury on five counts 
charging the theft of cigars from lo- 
cal dealers.

Wrecks

All around me were the wrecks of 
youth and hope, women who were 
hanging on because they hoped and 
hoped for that stroke of luck to strike 
them. 
Beating them out in all lines

of the profession were girls who were 
willing to pay any price for prefer- 
ence- -and who were paying it. I saw 
before me years of continued strug- 
gles, of long waits between 
engage- 
ments when ray savings 
would 
be 
swallowed up, of constantly diminitiii- 
ing hope.

These were the questions I asked 
myself, and from my experience there 
could be but one answer—No!

nographer, ixnd I got the job.

salary was |20 A 'mr^k to start wHh^ 
This was only half of what 1 had 
been getting on the stage, but thero 
were no long spells of idleness be- 
tween engagements. 
And that there 
was a chance for the future Is proved 
by tho fact that now, 
three 
years 
later, I am In charge of a department 
of stenographers and drawing $45 a 
week. 


But the fact which struck me moat 
deeply, and which made me most 
glad that I had deserted the paltit- 
stick for the pencil was the dlffer^^nce 
in the treatment accorded me. 
Why, 
it was like going into 
a 
difTerent 
world. 


As an actress—and simply bocauso 
I was an actress—men had 
flattered 
me and had pursued me in a way that 
nauseates any woman of character. 
In tho ofiice there Is a difference. The 
men who pay me attention here do It 
in the same way they wouM wish 
other men to pay attention to their 
sisters.

An island of volcanic origin, made 
up of bleak hills and frozen salt marsh-

A daughter of John Leas, of Gettysbunc, 
and was aged about 49 years. 
For some 
years she resided in Reading and was en- 
gaged ae A nurse. 
Ten days ago Mrs. 
Hepler came to Gettysburg, suffering from 
nervous prostration, and it was deemed 
best to place her at the County Home. 
Thursday morning the body was found by 
Mrs. Charles Strasbaugh, the night nurse, 
about 4:30 o'clock. 
It was still warm and 
the deed WAS evidently committed about 
a half hour previous. 
A sheet was used 
to form the noose and this was tied to an 
iron bar at the window. 
The sheet was 
so long that Mrs. Hepler was compelled 
to hang in a kneeling position in order to 
allow the carefully made noose to do its 
work, and she could have saved herself 
even after adjusting it, had she cared to 
do so. 
Upon discovering the'body Mrs. 
Strasbaugh summoned help thinking that 
life might not be extinct but examination 
showed that death had resulted. 
Mrs. 
Hepler leaves her father and the follow- 
ing brothers and sisters, John Leas, Lit- 
tlestown; Walter Leas, route 9, Gettys- 
burgi Louisa and Ella Leas, at home, and 
Mrs. Anna Fleck, of Rieglesville. 


Deceased was well known in New Ox- 
ford, having resided hero for several years, 
w^hen her husband, Geo. II. Hepler, con- 
ducted a tin and stove store in the Miller 
building on Carlisle street, now occupied 
by E. J, Hershey and family as a resi- 
dence. 
They removed from this place to 
Reading. 


Bitten by Rabid Heifer 


D. D. Bucher, of near Arendtsville, who 
was bitten on the hand by a sick heifer, 
was notified Wednesday afternoon that an 
examination of the head, made at the state 
laboratories at Philadelphia, showed the 
animal to have been suffering from rabies.

All day Sunday 
she stated that she preferred to have it all 
over and it is feared that this determina- 
tion on her part and her refusal to take 
nourishment may cause serious results. 
The poison which she used had been in 
the house for medicinal purposes and it is 
not thought to have been brought for the 
use to which it was put. 
Mrs. George is 
aged about 55 years and has eight child- 
ren. 
The family resided on a farm a 
short distance beyond 
New 
Chester, 
where the husband failed last summer, 
and they only removed to Aspers this 
spring, where the father 
and 
several 
daughters have been employed-at 
the 
Penn Tile Works.

reached the conclusion that the great 
distances between 
the quarries 
and 
the places where the stone was used 
must have given the price a "boost," 
so that the porphyry was beyond all 
except the rulers of the earth. 


It appears that the quarries from 
which this'porphyry was obtained are 
situated in the eastern Egyptian des- 
ert, that region known as Gebel Duk- 
han, "The Hills of Smoke." The desert 
is about 27 miles from the Red seo, 
opposite the southern end of the pen- 
insula of Sinai. 


The quarries 
extended 
here 
and 
there into the hillside without any re- 
semblance of regularity. 
The blocks 
of porphyry were pried from out of 
the rock wherever the work could be 
most easily done. 
They were trans- 
ported down the Nile, and, in fact 
to Rome, in the rough. 
This purple 
porphyry was not known to the an- 
cient Egyptians. 
Some Roman pros- 
pectors must have scoured the desert 
to find it. The barren coast of that re- 
gion was harborless. 
Each block of 
porphyry must, therefore, have been 
carried across the desert to Kench, on 
the Nile, and thence shipped by river 
barge to the sea. 
Then it became 
necessary to transship it to tho great 
Mediterranean galleys, and thus con- 
veyed across the treacherous waters 
to the port of Rome. ^ 


There is no other place in the world 
where this porphyry is to be found, 
and when the quarries ceased to be 
worked, some time previous to 
the 
seventh century, the use of that stone 
had to cease also, nor has it since 
been procurable.

Probably tiie two most dramatic in- 
cidents in the thrilling life of David 
Livingstone, the famous 
missionary, 
were his escape from the teeth of a 
lion during the early years of his work 
In Africa and his "discovery" by Stan- 
ley after he had been for several years 
lost to the world. 


The former event took place on one 
of his Orst tours into the interior. 
Se- 
rious depredations had been committed 
by lions in the neighborhood, and he 
Joined a lion hunt 
Livingstone shot 
at one of the beasts from a distance of 
about thirty yards. 
While reloading 
the lion ran toward him, seized his 
shoulder, 
and, 
in 
his 
own 
words, 
"growling horribly close to my ear, he 
shook me as a terrier dog does a r a t " 


SHOOK MB IJIKE A RAT." 


One of the natives rushed in and di- 
verted the lion's attack. 
The animal 
bit his thigh, then turned upon anoth 
er man, taking bim also by the shoul 
der. 
At this instant the shots that 
had reached him previously took effect 
and he fell dead. 
Livingstone's arm 
was "crushed into splinters," and his 
flesh bore the marks of eleven of the 
lion's teeth. 
His arm never fully re- 
gained its powers, and it was by the 
misshapen bone that Ills body was pos- 
itively identified in England after the 
faithful natives had carried it 1,000 
miles to the coast so that it might be 
sent by ship to England, 


The Stanley episode is so well known 
that it need be mentioned but briefly. 
Livingstone, weary, ioneJy and III, re- 
turned to UJiJi after one of his most 
perilous and arduous 
tours, 
during 
which the slave traders had again and 
again tried to kill him. 
He records 
that when he reached Ujiji he was "a 
mere ruckle of bones." 
A few days 
later his servant Susi, came running 
toward him with the news that an 
Englishman was approaching. 
It was 
Stanley with his caravan flying the 
American flag. James Gordon Bennett 
had sent him to Africa to find Living- 
stone, and after great privations and 
perils his search was rewarded.—Chris- 
tian Herald.

Heroic British Seaman's Effort to Save 
Chinaman Was In Vain. 


When the Mauretania reached port 
her oflicers pointed to Third OflQcer C. 
0. Hailiday as being worthy of an in- 
terview. They declared that the king's 
medal for extreme bravery had been 
received by him Just before the ship 
left Liverpool in consequence of his 
attempt to rescue a Chinaman in the 
shark Infested Red sea last June.

Gettysbvrg, May 15,—That the South 
shall have just as much part as the North 
in the battle anniversary celebration at 
Gettysburg in July was fully demonstated 
this afternoon at a meeting of the Penn- 
sylvania Anniversary Commission 
and 
representatives from many States. 
Dele- 
gates were present from New England, 
from as far west as Oregon and from the 
majority of the Northern and Southern 
States. 
On July 1,. opening day of the 
celebration, there will be two addresses of 
welcome, one by an orator selected by the 
Grand Army of the RepubliCi and anoth- 
er by a representative chosen by 
the 
United Confederate Veterans, 
It will not 
be a case of tne North welcoming the 
South to its own battlefield,^ but of each 
welcomiug the other to their common 
ground. 
The oration of the day will be 
made by Governor Tener. 


Each State is to have its own section in 
the big camp, and each division will float 
not only the Stars and Stripes, but also 
the flag of the State whose veterans are 
quartered there. The camp is arranged 
after the fashion of a city, and will be in 
the care of a large detail of regular army 
men. 


Joining in three rousing cheers for a 
united country, the delegates from the 
various States, the majority of them vet- 
erans of either the Union or the Confed* 
erate army, brought to a cloee Friday 
morning the final conference before the 
celebration of the fiftieth anniversary of 
the battle of Gettysburg, in July. 


That the attendance of veterans will be 
fully 45,685 was shown shortly before 
the close of the meetinc:, when Colonel 
Lewis E, Beitler, secretary of the Com- 
mission, asked for the figures from each 
State.
